H.. intelligent is your child? 


It’s always interesting and often useful to know that. 
Sometimes it is terribly important. That’s why intelligence 
tests were born. 

“T hate school!’ a boy or girl unexpectedly announces. 
Or he simply and quietly fails in his work. Why? It may be 
a matter of intelligence—too much or too little for the work 
he is asked to do. 

1.Q. tests, along with those of school achievement, job 
aptitudes, and all sorts of mental, physical, social, and emo- 
tional qualities, are among the fastest growing of education- 
al tools. 

And, like any kind of tool from a pocketknife to a bull- 
dozer, a mental test can do 10 times as much harm as good 
if it is used carelessly. 

Most youngsters’ intelligence quotients are on record. 
Many schools use intelligence tests on all pupils as they 
enter. Others bring them into play when signs of trouble 
show. 

The intelligence quotient itself is a simple-looking figure, 
deceptively simple. An I.Q. of 99—or 81 or 152—seems as 
precise and definite as a height of 64 inches or a weight of 
100 pounds. Actually, it is nothing of the sort. 


: * information that your child has an I.Q. of 110 has very 
little meaning unless you add to it the a answers to such 
questions as these: 

. What does the test measure? What does it not measure? 

2. How accurate is it? 

3. Can a child’s 1.Q. change? How? 

4. Does he inherit his intelligence from his parents? 

5. What does a low 1.Q. mean? 

6. What is genius? 

The test may be either group or individual. A group test 
usually has several printed pages on which the child can 
check answers to a wide variety of questions. It is the most 
widely used kind, because it is quick and easy to give. 

Individual tests are more reliable. They are also more

expensive and cumbersome, requiring perhaps an hour of a 
trained test-giver’s time. Such tests are most often used 
after it has become clear that a youngster has a school prob- 
lem that calls for the best diagnosis possible. 

Any mental test is a sampling process. It estimates a 
boy's or girl’s ability much as you might guess the quality 
of a whole field of corn by husking an ear here, another one 


over there, and so on. 


i Dne of the “fears” in a typical intelligence test is vocabu- 
lary, ranging from so simple a word as orange, through Jecture 
and mosaic, and ending with sudorific. 

In another test item, the student is shown a picture and 
is asked to report what it said. He fills in blanks in sentences. 
He looks at a folded and torn piece of paper and figures out 
what it will look like when unfolded. 

The child’s score on these and dozens of similar items gives 
what is called his mental age. If 10-year-old Joe can answer 
only as many questions correctly as the average 9-year-old, 
his mental age is said to be 9 years. 

Dividing mental age by actual age and multiplying by 100 
(to get rid of fractions) gives that mystical figure, the I.Q., 
or intelligence quotient. Joe’s 1.Q. is 90. 


The average I.Q., of course, is 100. Any figure above 100 
means better than average. Anything below 100 means less 
than average Capacity. 

A child with an I.Q. very much below the “normal 
range”’ of 90 to 110 is likely to have trouble with ordinary 
schoolwork, to lag behind others of his age. He may be able 
to repair a broken-down tractor that would baffle most 
adults, but he probably won’t have much success with ir- 
regular verbs. 

A youngster in the normal range of I.Q.s has the mental 
capacity to finish public school. But, since the average score 
of college students is about 115, he will probably have to 
work hard to get through college. He will be competing with 
a select group, the majority of whom will find college work 
easier than he will. 


Pics this mean that a high-school senior should be dis- 
couraged from going to college if his I.Q. is average or a 
little below? No. An I.Q. test—or any other test—can 
measure so small a part of a human being that no kind of

good estimate. It is as if you were 
measuring a garden space by pac- 
ing it off.

I'he probable error of one of the 
best I.Q. tests is about 3 percent. 
This means that when Joe comes 
out with a score of 90, there is a 
50-50 chance that his real 1.Q. is 
between 87 and 93. 

rhis sounds like a pretty poor 
yardstick, and by any carpenter's 
standard it is. It constitutes an im- 
portant warning about I.Q.s. Small 
differences don’t mean anything. 
An I[.Q. of 117 should not be 
thought of as higher than.one of 
115. They are practically identical. 

1.Q.s are to be looked at in gen- 
eral terms, in ranges or approxi- 
mations. You can’t, with any test 
devised so far, pin-point the hu-

New elm resists disease 


A new elm variety, the Augustine Ascending Elm, 
may be the answer io phloem necrosis disease (not to 
be confused with Dutch elm disease) which has killed 
thousands of elms during the past few years. The tree 
has proved resistant to phloem necrosis in tests so far. 
The Augustine Ascending Elm has upright-growing 
branches which produce a handsome urn-shaped tree. 
At last report, the tree will be sold only to cities for 
street planting, but next year will be available to you 
at nurseries. You can understand the importance of 
such trees when you consider what a severe elm disease 
attack might do to some cities. Minneapolis, for in- 
stance, has 600,000 elms; Detroit and Cincinnati each 
have 400,000; Dallas, 300,000; Chicago, 200,000. 


Pint-size honeysuckle is a honey 


A new shrub which will have a place in many yards 
is the Clavey Dwarf Honeysuckle, a dwarf form of the 
bush honeysuckle. It forms a compact bush, 3 to 4 
feet tall, quite regular in form, and perfect for low- 
growing hedges or individual bushes. It is strictly a 
foliage shrub since the flowers aren’t showy and the 
fruits are almost hidden by the dense growth. It has 
lived through below-zero weather and doesn’t seem 
to need too moist a soil. Look for it this spring since it 
is being introduced this year. 


Strawberries make good groundcover 


If you’re wondering what to plant under young fruit 
trees or other trees until they shade the ground, why 
not try strawberries? Last year I saw one place with an 
underplanting of everbearing strawberries which ac- 
tually formed a solid mat and looked like a carpet of 
green. Yield wasn’t too good, but every berry was 
clear gain in an area that otherwise might have been 
wasted. Strawberries also make an attractive edging 
plant for borders and sidewalks. 


Flower seeds you can't afford 


What's the costliest flower seed in the world? For a 
while, the seed of hand-pollinated African-violet varie- 
ties would probably have won the distinction. But 
the increase in popularity of tuberous begonias in re- 
cent years has changed this. Seeds of separate colors of 
tuberous begonias are worth about one hundred times 
their weight in gold. Not long ago an entire year’s pro- 
duction of several acres of tuberous begonias was lost 
when a seedsman sneezed over the year’s harvest, a 
small pinch of the tiny seeds.

Give American plants a break 


It’s time we give more American-produced plants the 
credit due them. This struck me with particular force 
when I saw the famous Japanese cherry trees in bloom 
in Washington.

~ ae on time? Then a dooryard garden is for you. 
With a good plan you can make every square foot 
sprout color. 

To get the biggest and floweriest effect from a small 
plot, enclose it in some way. This gives it importance, 
and your garden spot is looked at for itself alone. Keep 
your design simple. 

Put your taller shrubs at the corners and some- 
thing low that keeps its good looks all season next to 
the walk. Locate these so your little plot will have 
good substance and outline all year round. See the 
picture and plan for how it’s done in the jewel box of 
a doorstep garden belonging to R. A. Pearce near 
Seattle, Washington. 

Alternate planting lists are for little gardens where 
Mr. Pearce’s lovely rhododendrons will not thrive. 
They also give you a choice in color schemes. In each 
plan the spring-flowering bulb spaces are filled later 
with annuals. Perennials occupy all the space left in 
the middle and rear of the beds after the woody 
permanent shrubs have been set. 

Adapt one of these plans to your own space. You'll 
be very gay in spring and keep up a wonderfully good 
appearance all summer—and for the very minimum of 
weekly grooming.

He gave the Courtenays’ home largé 
areas of glass—most of it double and 
most of it fixed. With double glass, the 
view brought into the room is never 
clouded by frost.

He left concrete block walls natural 
both inside and outside. Their soft gray 
color makes rooms look larger. 

In rooms the Courtenays wanted to 
appear especially spacious, the inside 
ceiling follows the outside roof line. 

Natural redcedar was used inside for 
warmth, outside to blend with the trees. 

Through the use of those materials— 
and the unusual use of angles—the 
Courtenays gained a home that has 
convenient, livable space—and an ap- 
pearance of even more. 


The Courtenays gained economical space—and an appear- 
ance of even more—by setting their bedroom wing (right) at 
an angle to rest of house. So placed, the wing extends over a

green with ivy as those of a college dormitory, it 
was beginning to look a little seedy, a little neg- 
lected.

\ hat the Kohler women did demonstrates 
again that middle-age droop ina house is only 
skin deep. It demonstrates that—whatever its 
age—your home can be as alive and refreshing 
as a breath of spring. Spring works its miracle 
outdoors with surprising bursts of color against 
an array of new greens. You can work wonders 
indoors with the same formula. The keynote of 
each of these rooms is a fresh green-and-white 
color scheme, proving that you can have endless 
variety from a simple color combination.

ABCs of Hower arrangement 


Here’s how you can make attractive arrangements of tulips, lilacs, and iris 


How to cut flowers: 

When you cut tulips and iris, keep two 
or three leaves with each blossom. Carry 
cut flowers head down or place stems in 
a bucket of water so flower heads do not 
touch each other to avoid bruising. 

If tulip stems are weak, wrap each 
stem and flower in newspaper to hold it 
erect. Then place in 4 inches of water for 
several hours. If the stems are still weak, 
run a thin florist’s wire through center of 
stem to strengthen it. 


Hlow to arrange flowers: 

1. For pleasing balance, place the first 
three stems on the needlepoint holder so 
their blossoms form a triangle. All the 
other flowers go inside this triangle. 

2. Cut tallest stem 1! times the length 
of a low bowl or 2!5 times the height of 
the vase. 

3. Cut each stem a different height 
from the others.

l \ good fence has many values—protection, privacy, 


beauty. It can do other things for you, too: 

Your fence can mark a line. Even one too low to bar 
determined intruders can act as a mental barrier, 
clearly marking off what is yours from what is not. 

Your fence can frame your house. Some houses seem in- 
complete. Consider a fence for that ‘‘finished” look. 


Your fence can keep children and pets in or out. If this is 


what you ask, build something high and sturdy, with 


but little space between rails or pickets. 

Your fence can protect you from dust, wind, and prying 
eyes. It can create new living space. Sometimes only a 
few yards of solid fence can turn an exposed corner 
into an outdoor dining place or play yard. 

You can make a good fence of wire, aluminum, 
plastic, glass, asbestos-cement board, brick, stone, 
concrete block, even growing plants. But for ease of 
construction, economy, and good looks, wood stands 
high. All the fences here are built mainly of wood. 


This light, economical fence is made of 3/- 
inch-thick wooden strips ripped from 2x12 
planks. Simply weave the strips between up- 
rights and fasten them with rustproof nails

What to do about 


By Ann Usher 


=, immediate cause of a tantrum is your youngster’s 
discovery thai he can’t do something he wants. Illness, 
fatigue, hunger, or a parent who sometimes displays un- 
controlled temper may be the background cause. Check 
these possibilities, but be casual about the tantrum; ig- 
nore it if you can; and never let your boy or girl get his 
way by such behavior. 


When guests 


are present 


Tommy had greeted the guests, served the appetizers, 
passed napkins, was made much of. Naturally, he as- 
sumed he was going to see the party through to the end. 
It came as a shock when Dad said it was his bedtime; 
and, in his rebellion, Tommy forgot his good behavior. 

How to prevent—Rehearse Tommy ahead of time. Tell 
him that when Dad announces his bedtime, he should 
shake hands with each guest, say good night, and go to 
bed. This way, your youngster is prepared to leave the 
company at the proper time. 

What to do NOW—Too late to coach Tommy now. 
You can’t give in and let him stay up. He’d decide mak- 
ing scenes is the way to get what he wants all the time. 
Spanking him will only make things worse. 

Simply pick him up, say, ‘Good night, everybody,” 
and take him to bed. Follow his usual bedtime routine, 
don’t scold him for his tantrum, cuddle him a little to let 
him know you’re still friends. After all, he was disap- 
pointed, and he hasn’t yet learned to accept setbacks. 


When you’re 


out in public 


The situation is really exasperating! You don’t want 
Bobby to have the candy. You can’t ignore him. You 
can’t isolate him. You can’t go home without finishing 
your shopping. People are muttering as Bobby’s shrieks 
get louder and louder. 

How to prevent—The best preventive at this age is to be 
sure your youngster never finds temper outbursts profit- 
able. They should steadily decrease from second year on. 

Plan your shopping for times when your boy or girl will 
not be tired or hunery. Don’t do a great deal at one time. 
List in advance the items you want and where they are. 

What to do NOW—Remove Bobby bodily from the 
tempting display even if you have to tuck one arm around 
his waist and carry him glider-fashion. If he continues to 
cry and kick, ignore him until he stops. Don’t worry 
about the other people. They've been through it, too. 
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lemper tantrums 


Nothing tries your own temper more 
than to have your boy or girl scream- 
ing with rage—especially in public. 


Here’s how to handle such exhibitions

In front of the family

Barbara, refused a new formal for a school dance, ex- 
plodes into fury, shocking the family. Dad’s about to for- 
bid going to the dance at all. 

How to prevent—TYemper tantrums generally disappear 
long before adolescence. If your usually even-tempered 
boy or girl starts to display rebellion, it may be from too 
many pressures at home and school, too many refusals of 
reasonable requests, or from a conflict in authority if 
there are several grownups in the home. It may be illness, 
fatigue, or nonacceptance by a crowd she admires. In- 
vestigate these possibilities. Suggest to grandparents, 
uncles and aunts, and Junior that you must be permitted 
to decide questions without interference. And advise 
your boy or girl to wait until you’re away from the family 
group to discuss requests with you. 

What to do NOW—Calmly ask the family to go on with 
dinner. Just as casually, suggest to Barbara that she had 
better leave the table. Ignore the outburst, but don’t go 
back on your decision that provoked it. However, don’t 
match her unreasonableness by refusing to let her go to 
the dance at all. 


When it spoils the fun 4 Ys, "<> J 


It’s bad enough to have a spoilsport breaking up the 
game—worse when he happens to be your boy. He’s had 
his turn, struck out, but won’t retire so next player can 
hat. He’s demanding that the ball be pitched to him. 
Meanwhile, evervone else waits in disgust. 

How to prevent—Your youngster should be taught rea- 
sonable respect for the rights and opinions of others. You 
should help him acquire a spirit of fair play and teach 
him to abide by the rules of the game even when he is the 
loser. 

What to do NOW—Take the bat from him and give it 
to the next player. Have the game continue. You or one 
of the grownups should take your boy off to one side 
away from the picnic crowd for a while. No need to scold 
or punish. He'll realize the game is going on without him 
and he’s missing out because of his behavior.

gained the remarkable average of 
14 points. They were lifted from 
the level called ‘‘borderline de- 
ficiency”? to well within the “‘nor- 
mal intelligence”’ range. 

And recently, at a meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, it was re- 
ported that often-praised children 
seem to become more intelligent 
than often-blamed ones. 


| we where does intelligence come 
from? Is it inherited? Nobody 
knows what part heredity plays in 
the matter, but we do know that it 
is not the whole story. 

If heredity fixes intelligence, 
surely dull and _ feeble-minded 
mothers and fathers will produce 
below-normal children. 

lo find out if this Dr. 
Marie Skodak made an elaborate 
study of 154 children, nearly all 
illegitimate. Most of the parents 
were known to welfare agencies as 
shifuess, irresponsible, mentally de- 
fective. The average 1.Q. of the 
mothers was 88. 

All these infants of dismal back- 
ground were adopted into good 
homes. Few of the adoptive parents 
were rich or outstanding in any 
way, but all the homes were re- 
garded by social workers and 
neighbors as “good places for kids 
to grow up.” 


IS SO, 


— time to time over the next 
seven years, these children were 
given intelligence tests. The aver- 
ages every time fell between 111 
and 117. The 154 children of dull 
and delinquent mothers turned out 
to have just as high I.Q:s as chil- 
dren born into the ‘‘best’’ families 
of a community. 

It is clear that unpromising 
heredity need not mean inferior 
children. Good homes make good 
children. 

Dr. George D. Stoddard, presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois 
and a noted child psychologist, 
sums it up: 

‘The school does not assert that 
all children are born mentally 
equal or that they may ever be- 
come equal. But it does hold right- 
ly that out of any family or any 
community may arise almost any 
level of intelligence.” 


What about the child with a low 


I Q.? This seemed 4 good problem 
to put up to Dr. Ralph J. Slattery, 
psychologist for California’s So- 
noma State Home for feeble- 
minded children 

“The big problem,’ Doctor Slat- 
tery said, “is the parents.” 

He pointed out this common and 
tragedy: Parents of 
high social and professional level; 
child with average or below-aver- 
age intelligence 

Rightly or not, a doctor or a 
lawyer is inclined to expect his son 
to do well in school, to like books, 
to take up a profession. Now the

derstanding for people, say, or in 
mechanical aptitudes. But his par- 
ents are disappointed in him, and 
they do not conceal it. 

Doctor Slattery finds that a great 
many youngsters are reduced to 
delinquents by this kind of misun- 
derstanding. But, even though a 
child’s schoolwork and his 1.Q. 
are not what his parents have 
hoped, he may get along very well 
all his life—if he is accepted and 
loved for what he is instead of being 
humiliated and rejected for what 
he is not. 


2% bright child is equally out 
of place in a normal world and is 
just as likely to be misunderstood 
One piece of confusion that has led 
to trouble is hanging the label 
“genius” on anyone with an I.Q. 
above 140. 

One of our biggest magazines 
fumbled that word recently in an 
article about a New York school 
for such children. The kids knew 
better. Said an 11-year-old to her 
mother: “‘What a silly article! 
Beethoven and_ Einstein—they’re 
geniuses. Not us!” 

No intelligence test devised thus 
far can pick out genius. The tests 
take no account of such things as 
leadership and creativeness, cer- 
tainly two of the things that genius 
means. 


I; you have, or suspect, a high 
1.Q. child in your family, you may 
be interested in some of the things 
that Dr. Lewis M. Terman, of 
Stanford, has found out by working 
with hundreds of them. 

He learned that a child with a 
high I.Q. is not necessarily talented 

in music or mathematics, in 
writing or art, or in any other 
special thing. But he is likely to be 
taller, stronger, healthier, better 
looking, and better adjusted so- 
cially than ordinary children. 

This upsets some old popular 
notions about youngsters with high 
I.Q.s being awkward, spindly, un- 
dersized, odd, and nearsighted. 

Doctor Terman found that chil- 
dren with I.Q.s above 140 prefer 
the hard school subjects—sciences, 
mathematics, languages. Such a 
child is likely to stand at the top of 
his class. He is very likely to be the 
youngest in his grade. 

The average gifted child at 12 
has already mastered schoolwork 
two to three years ahead of his 
grade. It’s not merely that the 
child is capable of doing such work, 
Doctor Terman points out. He has 
already done it 


, ome are some warnings for 
parents here. A child whose intelli- 
gence and learning are vears ahead 
of his grade has every reason to be 
bored in school. Letting him skip a 
grade or two may throw him too 
far out of line physically and emo- 
tionally with his new classmates. 
A 10-year-old girl with a mental 
age of 15 is quite a different girl 
from an average 15-year-old. 
Parents can help the bright 
child to put his ability to work. A 
camera, a chemistry set, a book on 
birds or anything 
that suggests an outlet may turn 
this extra capacity to good use, 
Without this kind of attention, the 
high 1.Q. child may be no more

than what an educator has called 
many of his kind—a “bright dope.” 

A “Caution! Handle with care !”’ 
label belongs on the information 
that intelligence can go up or 
down. Since you cannot effortlessly 
hand your own intelligence along 
to your children like a family name, 
you must work to pass it on. You 
must provide an environment that 
will stimulate each child to his own 
highest level. 

You don’t even need to be daz- 
zlingly brilliant yourself. Doctor 
Stoddard finds that parents. of 
modest intellect and education 
often provide more stimulating 
homes for their children than many 
highly intelligent parents do. They 
simply work harder and more pa- 
tiently at it. 

“Devote more time to child 
rearing and take advantage of 
special educational ventures, such 
as nursery schools, kindergartens, 
camps, and work projects,’ he 
counsels. 


* 
The part your home can play 
shows up even more clearly in some 
things that Doctor Terman found 
while studying his high I.Q. chil- 
dren. Stability, he learned, is one 
thing that helps; parents of these 
children had fewer divorces than 
the general population. He adds: 

“T think that one of the most 
gratifying things was the discovery 
that the large’ majority of our 
gifted children come from good 
homes. That does not necessarily 
mean luxurious homes 

“We found that the neighbor- 
hoods of our gifted children were 
only a little above average; but the 
beautiful and significant thing was 
that, no matter what the neighbor- 
hood might be, when you got in- 
side the home, there you found the 
difference.”

_ the yard does more for 


your home than almost any other single 
change you can make. Border plantings 
are needed to give privacy to the yard, 


just as walls enclose and make the house 


private. Because borders can make such 
a difference, owners of older homes can 
often get most of the benefits of a new 
home garden merely by giving privacy 
to the garden area. 

Basically, there are just three ways in 
which you can enclose your yard. They 
are: (1) by planting alone, (2) by archi- 
tectural features like fences and walls, 
and (3) by a combination of architec- 
ture and planting. 


The use of massed planting to give 
privacy is excellent—if you have room. 
For a large lot, itcan work out perfectly; 
but on many of today’s small yards, it 
takes up too much room. Borders 10 
feet wide on each side of a 50-foot lot 
don’t leave much room for living be- 
tween them. 

Fences and walls take up the least 
space of all. But usually they look pretty 
barren and harsh without plants to 
break the long, flat spaces. 

The third form, walls or fences with 
plantings, is the best choice for most 
small lots. They are attractive, take only

planting against a fence, the fence itself usually takes the 
place of the tallest shrubs, so you will use mostly small and 
medium-size ones. However, an occasional tall shrub or 
small tree is valuable to break the long length of the fence 
top. In planting against a fence, you will ordinarily use 
shrubs in groups and not try to make a continuous band 
of plants. 

Between shrub groups, and sometimes in front of them, 
you have an excellent opportunity to use annual and peren- 
nial flowers. An occasional vine trained on a fence between 
shrub masses will jdd variety and interest. Climbing roses 
are especially goo! for this purpose. 

Flower borders are often a problem to the average home- 
owner, but the actual method of laying one out is quite 
simple. First, select five or six different types of plants that 
you especially like and which bloom in different months. 
For instance, a border containing iris, peonies, delphiniums, 
gladiolus, and chrysanthemums would have one of these 
flowers in bloom at any given time in the summer. Spot the 
plants you select here and there through the border, using 
anywhere from one to a dozen or miore in a group. Place the 
high ones in back, the low ones in front. 

Now you have the backbone of your flower border. From 
here on, choose as you like to fill in the remaining spaces 
: with early spring bulbs, annuals, and perennials. Keep in 
ad ‘ A mind that you want something in bloom at all times.

You don't accumulate family memories at 60 miles an hour

; om days when our friends regale us with 
tales of the 3,000 miles they drove in a week, and 
the long list of sights they saw, we are polite, and 
listen. We used to be that way, too. 

Given a week’s vacation, we invariably select- 
ed a faraway destination and chose an itinerary 
there and back which meant covering at least 
300 miles a day. 

With our directions on paper, the routes and 
distances became as inevitable as a timetable, 
and we followed them to the last dusty mile.

buggy days are over, there is no 
need to banish the friendly, gra- 
cious casualness of that kind of 
travel. A modern automobile can 
take you along in that same care- 
free, leisurely spirit if you let it. It 
is a universal feeling that traveling 
far and fast by car is an accom- 
plishment. If there’s some virtue in 
it, there’s certainly no Vacation. 
Follow the opposite pattern of 
travel, however, and there awaits 
you a vacation with the charms of 
horse-and-buggy and car, and the 
drawbacks of neither. 


Fist, pull up every last root of 
that “‘keep-going’”’ habit which 
everyone who drives a car de- 
velops. Break the queer, hypnotic 
spell that makes it almost impos- 
sible to stop—to pause by an in- 
viting stream or relax under a tree 
in that field of wild asters. Don’t 
discourage any reasonable or even 
slightly unreasonable impulse. If 
you long to wade in a brook or 
climb a mountain, let nothing pre- 
vent you. These are the moments 
to be remembered long after such 
things as mileage and speed have 
been forgotten. 

For a day cr so, in order to reach 
the section of the country chosen to 
explore, you may move fast with 
fewer stops. But once you arrive, 
change to horse-and-buggy tempo, 
and don’t try to cover more than a 
hundred miles a day, if that. 

It isn’t actually where you go half 
as much as how you go. The es- 
sence of this new kind of automo- 
bile travel lies in a relaxed and 
leisurely pace, no hurry and no 
rush, ever; and stop when you like. 


Biste inspiration of the moment 
decides the stop, so the inspiration 
of the morning decides the day. 
With a wonderful sense of freedom 
you rise. Held by nothing, account- 
able to no one, not even to any- 
thing as tenuous as a cabin or 
hotel reservation, you set out. Ac- 
cept the invitation of every tempt- 
ing road and path. Who knows 
what you will see today, where you 
will stop, whom you shall meet and 
talk with? 

Once, in Tennessee, we decided 
to pause for a walk. Arriving on 
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foot at a mountain crossroad, we 
met a sturdy old man carrying a 
dilapidated suitcase. We ex- 
changed greetings. He had risen 
early, was tired, and guessed he’d 
“set”? awhile. He was friendly, 
and we all sat on a fallen log by the 
side of the road. In the next few 
minutes we learned a good bit 
about that whole country. 

Our companion had walked 30 
miles over the mountains. De- 
cided he’d come along and pay his 
granddaughter a visit. He hadn’t 
been up that-a-way for five years, 
and while she’d been to see him, 
she couldn’t come this season be- 
cause she was expectin’. Our 
friend went on to tell us of the fine 
doctor she would have—so good he 
didn’t even need to label his 
medicine bottles, but could tell 
which herb was in ’em by the 
smell. His acute sense of smell was 
a fine thing, because he was getting 
pretty old now, and couldn’t see so 
well. Yes, there was no one like 
him in the county! 


Things happen when you take 
your time, and stop often. A half 
hour’s brisk walk or ramble might 
prove anything from a good ad- 
venture, a refreshing interval, to 
the making of a new friend, or all 
three at once. Stop occasionally in 
an appealing village. The kind of 
houses, the way they are kept, the 
gardens and the way they are 
worked, the scraps of conversation 
heard, the simple everyday hap- 
penings in the stores reveal the 
tides and the tempo of that par- 
ticular town and its inhabitants. 
More often you may linger in the 
country, walking beside fields of 
waving grain, breathing in the rich 
sun-ripened scent of clover; or you 
may pause long enough for a glass 
of freshly churned buttermilk from 
a generous farmer. 

On this rambling kind of vaca- 
tion it makes no difference which 
part of the 24 hours you use for 
driving—which for sleeping. We 
happen to enjoy rising early. I like 
the smell of early morning. There 
is a kind of freshness abroad at six. 
The practical considerations of 
daytime have not yet shoved

everyone’s thought into grooves. 

We usually follow the Latin 
custom of a siesta at noon. Sleep- 
ing outdoors at night calls for 
special equipment, the adaptable 
character of a camper, and a cer- 
tain imperviousness to insect life. 
But a brief sleep by day calls for 
only a blanket, and is something 
anyone can enjoy. Whether on a 
bank of white violets, golden 
meadow grass, or on a stretch of 
resilient pine needles, sleeping on 
the ground is an experience not to 
miss. In that perfect interval before 
you lose consciousness you are 
neither here nor there. You are 
limbless and without a thought. 
You melt into the world around 
you, becoming part of the breeze 
that blows over you, the wind in 
the trees, the whir of birds over- 
head, the lowing of distant cattle, 
the whine of a far-off saw. 


The equipment for leisurely 
travel by car includes books. On 
the back seat, and easily available, 
carry a small portable library—a 
corrugated box to hold a dozen 
books, one of them a guidebook to 
the area you’re visiting. The look- 
out ledge on that mountain peak, 
the lee side of that sand dune, deep 
in a daisy field under those picture- 
book clouds are ideal places to 
settle for an hour with cushions 
and a book. A volume on identify- 
ing wildflowers, birds, trees, in- 
sects, or whatever interests you fits 
well with this kind of travel. 

Also keep readily accessible on 
the back seat your camera. Perhaps 
you admire the shadow on that red 
barn, the odd, twisting form of a 
root, or the clear, sharp church 
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spire rising above the village. The 
resulting picture may or may not 
be a masterpiece. But your photo- 
graphs will provide a permanent 
record of happy moments. 


Mast interesting and satisfying 
are the pauses to cook meals. Our 
skeptical friends shook their heads 
as we packed a pot and a pan, and 
a stock of canned goods. They were 
so busy telling us about the dif- 
ficulties of cooking over an open 
fire that they didn’t see the two 
bricks stowed in back. Two bricks 
set lengthwise a few inches apart, 
with a rock across the back, make 
a perfectly working fireplace. A 
regular tin can that food comes in, 
with the top opened and bent back 
to form a handle, becomes a pot. 
Set it across the space between the 
bricks, and in a few minutes, over 
the smallest fire imaginable, the 
food within boils. 

We'll never forget a certain 
spring evening in the Smoky 
Mountains in North Carolina. Our 
two sons and I had settled along a 
winding stream to cook dinner. I 
was opening a can of chicken when 
two fishermen waded around the 
bend. Their baskets were full of 
trout, and certainly they would be 
delighted to sell some. Next thing 
we knew, we had asked them to 
dinner. Fish tales tall and short in 
the glow of our campfire whiled 
away the best evening of the whole 
trip. It is at such moments that we 
pity the poor traveler who must 
eat under a restaurant roof, walled 
round by his own reserve. 

Sometimes the hand of fate auto- 
matically stops your hurry.

Bioce today are using a device nearly as 


old as architecture itself to solve the just-as-old 
problem of getting light into inside areas. 

The device is the clerestory (pronounced 
clear’-story)—a partial wall extending above a 
roof. Windows there are clerestory windows. 

Originally developed in Egypt nearly 5,000 
years ago to let light into the vast interiors of 
temples, clerestories are becoming more and 
more common in present-day homes. Using 
them, you are free to plan deep rooms, well away 
from windows, and interior rooms. 

There are other important benefits. The high 
windows give a feeling of space to a medium- 
size room. They can serve as ventilators to draw 
off warm air. And, properly placed, they can 
use heat from the sun to help warm your house 
throughout the coldest winter

ABCs of hemming 


By Mary Brooks Picken 


A well-sewn hem is the finishing touch for most sewing 
—curtains, slipcovers, bedspreads, dressing-table skirts, or 
your own clothes. For a neat job, even all the edges and 
trim away any ravelings. Measure carefully; then press hem 
into place and stitch by hand or machine. Here’s how. 





How to measure a hem 


FACTORY NO. 436 WB AND 455 WA 


When a hem is turned and basted, you will need to trim the 
upper edge evenly in preparation for the second turn, or 
for applying seam or bias binding. To make ready for this, 
notch a piece of cardboard, as shown, the depth you want 
your hem. Slip this along the hem turn and, with chalk or 
pins, mark an even hem all the way. Then you can finally 
trim the hem an even seam width above the chalk line and 
have an accurate line to follow in hemming up the material.

ABCs of hemmin¢ 


How to slip-stitch a hem 


After measuring hem allowance, trim the edge, turn raw 
edge under 14 inch, and machine-stitch top of hem. Baste or 
press the hem to position. Fold hem back between the 
fingers along the edge, as shown, and slip-stitch. To do this, 
take very small stitches in the fabric and long stitches in the 
stitched edge of the hem. When using a fabric with a 
selvage, such as shown here, clip the seam at intervals. This 
makes a smooth seam when pressed and prevents drawing. 


How to make a narrow hem 


Two examples of narrow hems are shown. First, the smallest 
possible machine-stitched hem, made with the narrow ma- 
chine hemmer. In the hands is a hem you roll on the fingers 
of the left hand, while you catch edge down with the needle 
held in the right hand. This is often used on bias edges.

) = spend one-third of your life in bed—so mattresses and 
springs are an important investment. When you shop for a 
new mattress, take the time to read labels and ask questions. 
You'll want to clip this article and take it with you. 


Do I need new mattresses or springs? 
Sleep equipment will not last a lifetime. Many hotels esti- 
mate 10 years as the average life of an innerspring mattress. 
You can make these simple tests to see if your mattresses 
and springs are still in good condition: 








@ Lay a yardstick 
be flat so the yardstick will touch it at several points. 


across the mattress; your mattress should 


@ Press the mattress lightly; your mattress should give easily 
when you press it, bound back when you remove your hand. 

@® Check the upholstery for loose or missing tufts, frayed 
spots, and droopy edges. 

@ Press the bed springs; your springs should give under 
pressure and spring back into shape 

@ Examine the springs for leaning coils, broken connections, 

and missing helicals (the small coiled connecting wires). 


If your bedding can’t pass these tests, you probably aren’t 
getting the healthful sleep you need. It’s time to replace 
worn mattresses and springs. (Be sure to get matching 
springs when you buy a new mattress. Springs protect your 
mattress, increase its life, add to your comfort.) 


What kinds of mattress can I buy? 


Foam-rubber mattress is 85 percent 
air, 15 percent rubber—so it’s light 
and bouncey, can't sag or mat, won't 
need turning. Thinner than innerspring 
mattresses, it requires deep box springs 


Innerspring mattress has metal coils 
inside the padding. Bounce depends 
on tempering of wire, design of coils, 
type of padding. Coils are linked in 
many ways (here with helicals). Ask 
for cross sections to compare them 














Cloth-pocketed innerspring mattress 
has many small coils for added 
bounce. Each coil is encased in its 
own pocket; then pockets are sewed 
together and covered with padding 

















Solid-filled mattress made of felted 
cotton (here) or hair gives firm sup- 
port, little bounce. Cotton-felt mat- 
tresses are low-cost, often used with 
flat springs on cots or folding beds

How can I judge an innerspring mattress? 


Here's a cross-sectional view that shows how an innerspring 
mattress is put together. Keep this drawing in mind. When 
you shop, read the labels on the mattress, examine it closely, 
then ask the salesman about points you can’t see. 


. Ticking should be closely woven and have a smooth surface. Be sure 
seams and welting are sturdy. If tufts are used, they should be 
securely anchored 

. Padding should be firm and even. It might be foam rubber, felted 
cotton, curled hair, a combination of hair and cotton. 

. Insulator must support padding, keep the padding from sifting 
down and clogging springs. 

. Ventilators are a must for air circulation inside the mattress. 

. Handles should be easy to grip, firmly anchored, so you can turn 
the mattress easily. 

. Side wall should be stitched to keep the edges of the mattress 
erect, give it a smooth top. Low-priced mattresses have outer 
roll edge instead. 


The coils themselves are most important. The quality and 
tempering of the steel—as well as the coil design—deter- 
mine the bounce of the mattress. The arrangement of the 
coils and the way they’re connected determine its comfort. 
Coils under your head and feet can be lightweight. But you 
want heavier, tighter coils in the center to support your 
weight, and around the edges to hold the mattress in shape.

Will the bed be used every night?

Standard twin bedsare 39 inches 
wide; three-quarter beds are 48 
inches wide; double beds are 54 
inches wide. You can get extra- 
wide beds, too. Check them if you 
need more turning room. 

3. Weight 

[he heavier you are, the firmer 
your bed should be. (Growing 
children, however, always need 
firm mattresses.) The mattress 
salesman can suggest a mattress- 
and-spring combination that will 
be soft or hard enough to suit you. 
Several makers have different types 
of mattress coils to suit persons of 
different weights. 

4. Price 

You'll find prices vary widely, 
depending on the quality of the 
particular mattress and spring you 
choose. Extra-long or extra-wide 
bedding costs slightly more. Felted 
cotton mattresses and flat springs 
are usually least expensive—and 
least luxurious. Top-quality in- 
nerspring or foam-rubber mat- 
tresses and box springs cost most. 


5. Special needs 

If you suffer from backaches, or 
if you are extremely heavy, you'll 
want to see the orthopedic mat- 
tresses designed to suit vou.

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We put double doors in the kitchen so we could open it 
completely to the outdoors. Smaller windows went into the 
bath-laundry and bedroom. Glass block was used for one 
wall of the bath we installed where the porch used to be

AFTER We improved the outside by adding wide brown cedar shingles, white 
trim, and a green roof. However, the biggest difference was made by letting 
light into the house. We added big windows—including a 6x12-foot picture 
window—and rearranged others. In addition, we put a glass-block wall in the 
bathroom. Light wallpaper and paint helped to dispel the gloom inside, too 


Dark interiors are often the result of windows too small or too 
few. Installing bigger or more windows is a design problem, 
though, and it’s easy to make a mistake. The Gilmores made no 


mistakes. Here's their story: 


L, was a hot September day when I first saw the house 
my husband had bought in Hidden Valley, an hour’s ride 
north of San Francisco.

jobs, we did the remodeling ourselves to get the results 
shown in the “after”? photographs of our home. 

One of the most depressing aspects of the house we 
bought was its darkness. 

To lighten the interior, we first cut through big win- 
dows—a 6x12-foot picture window in the living room, 
three 3x6-foot windows in the kitchen area—and a glass- 
block wall in the bathroom. And with what was left of 
our original $2,000 remodeling budget, we covered up 
the depressing gray inside walls with plywood and gay 
washable wallpaper.

Here are forthright answers 
to questions every parent asks 
but few will talk about 


What should you

M.. Pace suddenly realized she hadn’t heard a peep 
from the playroom in nearly an hour. Every other after- 
noon the two boys from next door had come to play with 
Nancy, they'd made enough noise to give her a head- 
ache. Mrs. Pace pushed open the door and saw the three 
youngsters parading silently around the room. 

Completely naked. 

For a moment she was too upset to do anything. Then 
she rushed to cover Nancy with her apron, ordered the 
boys to get out, and solemnly told Nancy that she had 
done something terribly wrong. She would have to for- 
feit a full week’s allowance. If she ever dared to play such 
a game again, her punishment would be worse. 

In those few seconds, Mrs. Pace made the same mistake 
many parents make, and for the same reason: She had 
never expected any youngster of hers to indulge in such be- 
havior. Now that it had happened, she was too embar- 
rassed and too alarmed to handle it effectively. To be 
sure, she thought she said and did what was best for Nancy. 
Actually, all her words and actions did was to fill Nancy 
with needless fear and guilt. 


fi Mrs. Pace acts the same way the next time—and there 
probably will be several next times—-she'll fill Nancy with 
still more fear and more guilt about her body and its func- 
tions. The eventual result may be that Nancy may never 
be able to throw off these feelings, even when she is old 
enough to have a husband and children of her own. 

What did Mrs. Pace do that was so wrong? What ex- 
actly should you do if you ever find your boy or girl play- 
ing the same game or indulging in any other kind of sex 
play? 

First, get used to the idea that normal, healthy youngsters DO 
have a natural curiosity about sex. 

Some boys and girls are so afraid that their parents 
might condemn this curiosity that they make sure no- 
body finds out about it. But no youngster is completely 
disinterested. Once you can take that much in your stride, 
perhaps you won’t be so flustered and frightened about 
your youngster’s sex interests that you’re unable to deal 
with them constructively. 

Second, remember that how you feel about your youngster’s 
sex curtosity—and what you do about it—are sure to have a 
far-reaching and long-lasting effect on him.

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about children’s sex play?

In order for your youngster to grow into the kind of 
adult who can enjoy a happy marriage and a satisfactory 
sex life, it’s urgent for him to develop a healthy attitude 
toward sex during his childhood and adolescence. You 
can help iim develop healthy attitudes only if your atti- 
tudes are healthy. 

Third, there is no perfect formula which can be trotted out 
whenever the occasion arises. 

However, there are several practical suggestions which 
can help you take the right steps and avoid the wrong 
ones when your youngster indulges in sex play. Let's 
start with the don'ts. 

If you should discover your boy or girl playing doctor 
or exhibiting his body to other boys or girls, don’t rush in 
and start scolding . . . don’t try to make him feel guilty... 
and don’t punish. It won't be easy for you to refrain from 
doing any of these unless you feel inside yourself that 
there is no cause for alarm. Your voungster is not doing 
anything wicked. He’s not even doing anything unusual. 
It's abnormal when a voung boy or girl is not curious 
about whether other boys or girls are made the same way, 
and whether there really is a major difference between 
boys and girls. 
= accept the fact that curiosity is generally a healthy 
trait in a growing boy or girl. When Ronnie wants to see 
for himself how trains run or how flowers grow or how 
steam shovels operate, you’re delighted to help him satis- 
fy his curiosity, because you know his questions and ex- 
plorations can help him understand the world he lives in. 
You know, too, that as soon as he develops an elementary 
understanding of locomotives, or plants, or steam shovels, 
his interest is likely to shift to newer fields. It’s the same 
with his curiosity about his body. You can take it for 
granted that once your youngster is sure he knows that 
other youngsters are the same, or how they look if they’re 
different, he won't want to spend his time peeking or 
playing doctor. You can help a lot by letting him know 
that you don’t think it’s anything to get excited about. 
Let him know, too, that when he gets a little older he will 
find other activities more satisfying. 


Don’t expect your boy or girl to grasp all this in one 
afternoon. Many youngsters feel the need to play games 
of this sort on and off for a year or more—starting around 
4 or 5. But they may start earlier—or later. 

It’s not a good idea, of course, for a boy or girl—of any 
age—to spend an excessive amount of time in this sort of 
play. If your youngster does, you should take steps to re- 
direct his interest. First, though, try to understand why 
your boy or girl feels the need for this behavior. A young-

Don get the idea that if you 
want your youngster to develop 
normally, you must give up all 
your privacy. But if your youngster 
gets an occasional chance to see 
you undressed, and to ask any 
questions that pop into his head, 
he'll be grasping important facts 
in the most natural and healthy 
manner.

The other night, a father I know 
stepped into his 2-year-old son’s 
bedroom to make sure the boy had 
enough covers. He found little 
Kenny sitting upright in bed with 
his hand on his penis. The dad 
couldn't help but show how 
shocked he was, as he pulled away 
the boy’s hand and shouted at him 
to go back to sleep. A night or so 
later, Kenny’s mother found him 
doing the same thing, and she 
was even more upset.

\ew walls for old 


By Stanley Schuler 


OLD WALL must be sound and clean; remove wallpaper, scaly paint, 
dirt, grease. (Wall must be dry before adhesive is applied.) Scrape 
down high spots with a rasp or sandpaper. Fill holes with patching plas- 
ter when using flexible sheets; only big holes need be filled under panels 


D. you want lasting beauty for the walls of your bath- 
room, kitchen, or laundry? If so, there are two factory- 
finished sheet materials which the handy man can apply: 

1) Stiff, moisture-resistant panel boards—made either 
of tempered hardboard or cement-asbestos sheets with a 
surfacing of plastic, lacquer, or enamel. 

(For economy, you could use unfinished tempered 
hardboard and then finish the surface yourself.) 

2) Flexible enameled sheets backed with felt or fabric. 

Panel boards come in sheets 1 inch thick, 4 feet wide, 
and 4 to 12 feet long. Some are plain: others are scored 


horizontally or in squares to simulate tile. 


When the panels arrive, cut the box open and unwrap

Guidelines are essential for ac- 
curacy, whether you are applying 
panel boards or flexible wall cover- 
ing. Here, a level line is established 
to mark the top of a wainscot, ata 
point the width of a wall panel (48 
inches) plus the depth of the tub 
molding (14 inch) above the tub. 
In floor-to-ceiling installations, use 
a spirit level to establish the hori- 
zontal joints, a plumb bob for the 
vertical joints.

Metal moldings used with panel 
boards come in long strips which 
must be cut to fit. Use a hack saw 
and miter box, and file off rough 
edges after cutting. Moldings have 
wide flanges through which nails 
are driven; panels conceal nail- 
heads. Where moldings meet in a 
corner, flanges must be cut back as 
shown so they don’t overlap. With 
planning, the molding lines can be 
a decorative feature. 
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Factory-finished panels or flexible sheets 


can give you a handsome bathroom, kitchen, 


or laundry—and you can apply them yourself 


NEW WALL, of panel boards. Here's how to install a piece too short to 
spring into place. One side is inserted in attached corner molding. Then 
second molding is fitted over exposed edge, and panel is pushed into 
place. Only exposed flange of outside molding need be nailed down 


the sheets carefully, to avoid marring surfaces or break- 
ing edges or corners. It helps, too, to stand the sheets on 
edge for a few days to adjust them to moisture. 

Enamel-finish, flexible wall covering usually comes in 
rolls 3, 41, and 6 feet wide. It should be kept in a warm 
room for at least two days before you work with it. 

You'll find the job easier if you remove all moldings 
and wall fixtures. Lavatories and wall-hung toilet tanks 
pose a tough fitting problem, too, if not taken down. 

Special moldings simplify inside and outside corners, 
divisions between panels, joint between wall and tub, 
and wainscot caps. Base moldings of rubber or asphalt 
can be cemented to the finished wall at the floor. 


Start with an inside corner mold- 
ing, measured and cut to fit. Leave 
1, inch between top of strip and 
guide line for cap strip. If corner 
strips run to floor, leave space at 
bottom for baseboard. Nail mold- 
ing with fourpenny finishing nails 
They can be driven through flange, 
but it’s easier to make a hole witha 
steel punch first. With flexible 
sheets, moidings are needed only 


on outside corners 
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Above a recessed tub, joint be- 
tween tub and wall must be calked 
with a waterproof compound. Run 
a ribbon of compound around the 
rim, press the metal molding into 
place, nail it down. To insure a 
waterproof joint, calking com- 
pound should be run into the 
channels of all metal moldings just 
before panels are set in place

Cut panels with a fine-toothed 
saw held at a low angle. Keep 
finished surface up and support 
panel with sawhorses and 
padded boards. Sand rough 
edges, then try panel for size, 
lining it up with guideline.

Trim 
the edge down a plane or 
sandpaper until | :..oves freely 
into the molding; sometimes, 
beveling may not be necessary 


Apply adhesive to back of panel with a notched spreader. Adhesive 
sets rapidly, but don't worry if it films over slightly before you finish 
applying it. Just run the spreader over it lightly to break the film. 
Any adhesive that gets on face of sheet should be cleaned off quick- 
ly with the designated solvent, usually kerosene or denatured alcohol 


Long panels can be “sprung” 
into place between two at- 
tached molding strips. Slip one 
end of the panel into place, 
then bow out center until the 
other end will slip into the next 
molding. (How to apply short 
pieces is shown on page 187.) 
Then press panel into place, 
kneading and pressing at 
every point several times until 
a firm bond is made. You can 
nail through the panel at the 
floor line, where nailheads will 
be covered by the baseboard, 
but don't nail at other points

Marbelized wall coverings are 
cut on the wall, to allow great- 
er accuracy in making the joint.

There is no reason why you 
should enclose all of an old front 
porch if you don’t need extra space. 
By leaving enough porch space to 
shelter your entrance door, you can 
increase interior space at no loss of 
exterior space. 

The Dwight Penningtons of 
Kansas City solved their remodel- 
ing problem in this way, and did 
most of the work themselves. Their 
primary purposes in partially en- 
closing their porch were to add a 


library alcove complete with fire- 
place, and to slenderize the house’s 
bulky shape. They didn’t mind los- 
ing part of their porch space. “I

Yarn lamp shade 


to spark your color scheme 


By Evelyn Zornjak 


Give your color scheme a lift with 
a new lamp shade. Here’s an un- 
usual varn shade you can make for 
yourself in a few hours. All you 
need is a steel frame, muslin tape, 
and worsted varn. You can use the 
frame of an old shade or buy a new 
frame in the needlecraft depart- 
ment of your local store 

Choose yarns that will pick up 
the colors in your draperies or slip- 
covers—or find brilliant accent 
colors. You can copy our simple 
trim pattern with strips of dark 
color at the corners. Or you can 
make a striped shade with two or 
three colors of yarn; different tones 
of a single color would be a smart 
combination. With practice, you 
can even weave Varns crosswise 
through the shade and get a plaid 
effect. 

Here’s how to make a yarn lamp 
shade, step by step: 

Wrap the wire frame with muslin 
tape Taping prevents the yarn 
from slipping and cutting on the 
wire. Use ready-made tape or cut 
a vard of sheer muslin into strips 
five-eighths inch wide. It’s wise to 
tint the tape to match the main 
color of the yarn 


’ 

Start wrapping the tape around 
the top wire at a point where the 
side and top wires meet. Wrap the 
tape around the starting point 
several times; a few backstitches 
will prevent unraveling. Then bind 
the top wire, the side wires, and the 


bottom wire with one thickness of 


tape. Fasten the end of the tape 
with a few more backstitches. 
Wind the frame with yarn. Thread 
a large needle with yarn. Stitch 
along the upper wire, over and 
under the tape, for one inch. Then 
tack the yarn with a backstitch. 


Wrap the yarn down and around 
the lower wire and back up over 
the top wire. Adjust the yarn as you 
go along so the strands will be close 
and even. To add a new ball, tie 
the ends of the yarn in a square 
knot. Make the knot on the inside 
of the shade—as near to the top or 
bottom wire as possible. 

To change yarn colors, break 
the strand and tie on the new yarn. 
If you plan to wind all the trim be- 
fore starting the main color, break 
off the varn and tuck the end into 
the already-wound section. This 
way you'll prevent the trim from 
working loose before you have a 
chance to tie on the main color 
Varn. 


Wind yarn tightly around the taped 
shade. It’s best to wrap the trim yarn 
first—then fill in with the main color 


When you have finished wrap- 
ping the shade, break the strand. 
Allow an extra six inches of yarn. 
Thread this extra yarn into a large 
needle and stitch along the upper 
wire, over and under the tape, for 
one’ inch. Then tack the yarn 
firmly with a backstitch. 


The finished shade—ready 
for a spot in your home.

This sturdy rustic fence is built of rough lumber, hand-hewn along the 
edges. Use bolts to secure rails between posts for added strength. Posts 
don't enter ground; support comes from deep-driven lengths of iron pipe 


H.. are tips to help you build a fence so lasting your 


grandchildren may someday carve their initials into it: 
Posts 


1) Set posts with about !s of their length below ground 

2) For a short post, dig as accurate a hole as you can. Tamp 
a couple of inches of gravel into the bottom of the hole. 
Then set post in place and tamp earth around it. 

3) With a tall post or in unreliable soil, use concrete. Pour a 
layer at base of post, partly fill hole with rocks, then pour a 
second layer of concrete near the surface. 


Rails 


1) Use a level to position rails unless your land is so irregular 
that you want the fence to follow its contours. In that case, 
set all posts the same depth, and position your rails by meas- 
uring from tops of posts. 

2) For lasting strength, screws will hold rails better than 
nails, and bolts are even better than screws. 


Gates 


1) Usually a gate is built just like a section of its fence, but 
you may find it needs some extra bracing. 


Especially for children is this fence, designed for easy climbing and safe 
sitting. You can use cheap lumber; but for safety, bolt the bottom boards 
to a shallow concrete foundation. From there up, just nail boards to- 
gether, toenailing top ones to avoid injury to climbers. Use only a little 
of this; a long stretch would appear monotonous and overly heavy 
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n build

White-painted rail fence is at home almost anywhere. Set posts half a 
rail-length apart (10 feet apart with 20-foot rails). That way, each rail 
is supported by three posts. Fasten the 1x6 rails with rustproof nails 


2) A design variation will give your gate emphasis or con- 
trast. Tall gateposts, for example, add a formal touch. 


Hardware 


1) Painting over all hardware—nails, screws, hinges, braces, 
catches—will help prevent rust. 
2) In the long run, it’s smarter to use nonrusting hardware 


to begin with, of galvanized iron, aluminum, or copper. 


Preservatives 


1) Untreated lumber in contact with the earth may rot 
away in two years; treated wood will last 20 years or more. 
2) Treat posts from the bottom up to a point 6 inches above 
ground, the bottom 6 inches of pickets, and the bottom rail. 
Also brush preservative on wherever two pieces of wood, o 
a piece of wood and metal, come together. 

3) If you apply preservative by brushing or soaking, use 
one containing pentachlorophenol or copper or zinc salts. 
Better, buy lumber already treated by the pressure method. 
4) Soak posts in preservative for two or three days. Then 
stack them—away from direct sunlight—to dry. 

5) Some woods—notably cedar and redwood—are naturally 
rot resistant, but use of preservatives is still wise. 




















Privacy fence like this avoids formidable look of a solid wall, and it 
lets some breeze through. Set 4x4 posts 4 to 8 feet apart, and top them 
with a 2x4. Then, onto faces of posts, nail alternately 1x2 and 1x6 
boards.

Windbreak fence protects an open patio and creates a sun-pocket for 
your yard. Brace solidly against wind. Painted strips can be any kind 
of lumber; the backing might be 3/g-inch plywood (exterior grade) 


Redwood fence, unpainted and 
rough in texture, is especially 
good for a rural setting. Construc- 
tion is obvious and simple, except 
for the three slots in each post. If 
your fence calls for many posts, 
you may want to have slots cut at 
a mill. Because redwood is very 
durable, this fence requires no 
finishing. However, wood below 
ground should be treated with pre- 
servative. Old railroad ties can 
be split into highly economical 
rails and posts for fence like this 


BETTER HOMES & GARDENS, MAY, 1950 


Corrugated fence provides its own 
stiffening, doesn't need posts or 
rails, and creates a distinctive 
shadow pattern. Build it of rough 
1x6 boards, simply nailed to each 
other. Treat base of fence with 
preservative, set it in a shallow 
trench, then pour in concrete to 
hold fence in place. If you like, 
concrete can be topped with a thin 
layer of earth. Contrasting gate is 
built of the same materials and 
carries out the same angle pattern 


Picket fence with rounded tops has 
more hospitable look than one 
with pointed pickets—and it's 
safer to have around. Paint over 
rough lumber gives pleasing tex- 
ture. Here, pickets are all the same 
height except in the gate. You can 
build a fence like this with three 
sizes of lumber—6x6 posts, 2x4 
rails and gate frame, 1x2 or 1x3 
pickets.

b can give your home-workshop projects a master 
craftsman’s touch, without endless hours of work or years 
of woodworking experience. 

The power tool that will do the job for you is the wood- 
turning lathe. Whenever you face the problem of making 
circles or discs, cylinders or cones, columns, dowels, or 
even knobs and spools and flutes, the lathe is the best 
(often the only) machine to use. 


Basically, the wood lathe spins an unround piece of 


wood as hand-held tools shape it into a round form. 
Long pieces are held between two pivots, much as a 
cob of corn is held on skewers for dainty eating. One 
pivot (at the left) is the “‘live center’? which spins the 
wood; the ‘‘dead center”’ pivot merely supports the work. 
Flat work—wheels, dishes, trays, and such—is turned 
without the use of the dead center. It is held by a flat 
metal disc locked in place of the live center. 
Size of a lathe is usually designated by the “swing” 
the diameter of the largest circle which can be turned. 
A large home-shop lathe has a 12-inch swing, and the 
longest piece of work which can be turned is around 3 
feet. Smaller lathes are still quite adequate for most work. 
The cost of a lathe can range from around $30 without 
motor to around $200 for a large lathe with a heavy-duty 
motor, suitable for production-line work.

Flat facing is done with square- 
nose scraper. Let your hand 
follow tool rest to guide a per- 
fectly flat cut, or clamp on a 
block, as in making a straight 
cut between centers. Check 
flatness with your straightedge. 
Never cut behind a center, 
where rotation of work is up- 
ward, or tool will be lifted from 
rest, possibly from your hands 


To cut convex (outward) curves, scrape with square-nose tool or the 
spear-nose pictured. With either tool, curve is cut by pivoting tool 
on rest and drawing it around the curve with its straight cutting edge 
always tangent to the curve. Practice will give you the skill you need 


Concave (inward) curves are formed with round-nose scraper. As in mak- 

ing convex curves, tool is pivoted and drawn always in line with radius 

of curve. Faceplate cuts, where most of thrust is straight down on the 

tool, don't require as firm a grip on chisels as do between-center cuts

Cook sugar and water, without 
stirring, to thread stage (234°). 
Beat egg whites foamy; add salt 
and cream of tartar; beat stiff but 
not dry. Gradually pour syrup over 
egg whites, beating constantly un- 
til cool. Divide in 2 parts; into one 
part fold 4 cup flour; add vanilla 
and almond extracts. To second 
part add well-beaten egg yolks; 
fold in 24 cup flour and orange ex- 
tract. Spoon batters alternately 
into 10-inch, ungreased, angel- 
cake pan. Bake in moderate oven 
(325°) 1 hour. Invert to cool. 
Frost with whipped cream. Top 
with candy mint daisies centered 
with tiny gumdrops. See picture 
of cake, page 64.

war, contains two bedrooms, bath, garage, hallway, and 
screened porch. Its stone walls again came from a fence in 
the country. 

The nine months of evenings and weekends that the 
project took taught the Jarvises much about patience and 
perseverance. It also taught them some important facts 
about remodeling: 

Stone, if available in your region, often can be had at 
little or no cost; stone contrasts pleasantly with board siding. 

If you buy a home you may want to expand later, make 
sure the lot is large enough so that the expanded house 


won't be crowded by its neighbors. 


Before you do any actual remodeling, do a lot of plan- 
ning: It’s easier to erase errors on paper than it is to tear 
down a wall. 

After your plans are drawn, measure off the proposed 
addition on the lawn, and try to visualize the finished house. 
That's the time to find any remaining errors. 

The Jarvises have found that by doing their own labor 
they could afford finer materials than they otherwise could 
have had, and all the built-ins they need. For instance, the 
Jarvises saved $10 per door in the latest addition by build- 
ing their own doors of plywood, over a frame of 1x4’s. In ad- 
dition, their remodelings were planned so frame walls were 
not destroved, but merely moved over to form new walls. 

The Jarvises already are planning to take out the walls 
between the living and dining rooms, and the original bed- 
room, to create one big L-shaped living-dining room. They 
may wait a few months. But it won’t seem like home if there 
isn’t a wall coming out or going in somewhere.

Some of the most satisfying finishes for furni- 


ture and woodwork are also rapidly produced 


By Walter E. Burton 


, spoils the appearance of anything 
made of wood so thoroughly as a poor finish. 
Yet there is little excuse for a shoddy complex- 
ion on wood. With modern materials and 
reasonable care, even the unhandy man can do 
a good finishing job. 

Actually, some of the most pleasing and dura- 
ble of finishes are the éasiest and quickest to 
produce. Six quick finishes are pictured. 

Before a satisfying finish can be applied, the 
wood must be properly prepared. Here are four 
preparation points to remember: 

1. When you refinish, strip off all traces of 
old finish with paint remover. Fine steel wool 
is helpful. If your remover contains wax, wash 


Shellac and lacquer dry rapidly 


1. Use shellac, thinned with denatured alcohol to seal 
the wood. Orange shellac will do unless the wood is so 
light it calls for white. Often one coat is adequate, but two 
will assure you a smooth surface—and shellac dries fast 


3. Apply brush-type lacquer, clear or colored, or a quick- 
drying synthetic enamel. Linoleum lacquer usually works 
well on wood. One coat may be enough; if you apply 
more than one coat of lacquer, keep your brushing touch 
light so you don't lift earlier coats. Or use a spray gun 


the residue away carefully with turpentine. 
2. Use fine sandpaper to make the surface 
glass-smooth, then wipe away all traces of dust 
with a turpentine-moistened cloth. 
3. If you want to change the wood’s color, 
brush or wipe on a suitable wood stain. 
If the wood is open-grained like oak, wal- 
nut, mahogany, or chestnut, and you want a 
very smooth surface, fill the grain with a paste 
filler of the desired color. Good trick: Spread 
the filler across the grain with a cardboard 
wiper. When the filler loses its gloss, wipe off 
the excess with burlap and sand lightly. 
With these preparations complete, here are 
some quick finishes for you to consider. 


2. Smooth dry shellac with very fine sandpaper, 6-0 or 
7-0, or with coarser paper that has been worn by previous 
use. Keep your touch light; you don’t want to cut through 
the shellac to bare wood. After sanding, wipe wood clean 


4. Slight roughness of lacquer can be removed with fine 
steel! wool. For a very smooth surface, use lacquer rubbing 
compound. (Synthetic enamel usually requires no rubbing. ) 
With lacquer, you can handle wood soon after application

1. A true French polish calls for a lot of work and skill. But these 
adaptations give a beautiful finish without too much work. They can be 
used to hide mars on varnished furniture too. Polish can be purchased, or 
prepared by adding two or three drops of linseed oil per ounce of shellac 


2. Polishing pad is a ball of cloth in a muslin cover; a pad of textured 
material also works. Moisten pad with shellac-oil mixture; then spread 
a thin layer over wood.

Most boys and girls do speak or act dishonestly at one 
or another. If your youngster has been telling lies, or 
other people’s property, or cheating at school, you 
now that his actions are not unusual or unnatural. 
es time—often a lot of it—for the average child to 
rstand why he should want to tell the truth and respect 
s property. So don’t look for a change overnight. 
Dishonesty means different things at different ages and 

requires different handling. 
Last week Mrs. Bruce gave 6-year-old Jill a nickel for 
[hat night she found Jill’s pockets loaded with candy 
sum-—miuch more than she had money to pay for. Steal-

ing? Don’t be too sure. Jill’s too little yet to realize that tak- 
ing candy or gum means, not only getting something for her- 
self, but depriving someone else of it. To her 6-year-old 
mind, all she has to do is claim something and it’s hers. 
Similarly, she may cheat at games, without realizing that she 
is infringing on another’s rights. If vou call her accusing 
names, or preach a sermon on dishonesty, she won't really 
grasp what you’re making such a fuss about. There’s nothing 
to be gained by punishment either, as long as she hasn't been 
deliberately deceitful. 

Jill's mother should say: ““The candy isn’t yours. Mr. 
Brown wants it, and we'll have to take it back to him. We 
can buy you some tomorrow.” She should keep in mind that 
a certain amount of petty pilfering is natural and inevitable 
up to the age of 6. It will pass quickly, especially if she treats 
it calmly. Actually, it affords a good chance to start implant- 
ing the idea that other people’s possessions belong exclusively 
to them, just as Jill’s belong exclusively to her. 


Try the same general approach on the boy or girl who lies 
or tells tall stories. Remember that until he’s 6 or thereabouts, 
a youngster doesn’t really know the difference between truth 
and fiction. 

Four-year-old Peter astounds his parents with fantastic 
tales, like the one about the escaped tiger he recaptured for 
the circus. Or about the way he beat up a 10-year-old bully. 
His folks are inclined to laugh and say, ‘‘All kids do it.” 
True. many do, but it’s not so good to dismiss the matter that 
casually. For one thing, if you listen closely to the stories 
your child dreams up, you can learn a lot. Take Peter. His 
tales invariably show him in the role of a fearless fellow who 
defeats powerful foes. 

In reality, Peter is a timid, fearful child who'd never dare 
to fight anyone, or even stand up for his rights. His stories 
should give his parents a strong hint as co the kind of boy

Instead of being amused or an- 
noyed by Peter’s untruthfulness, 
his parents should try to find out 
why he feels so unsure of himself. 
The next time Peter tells one of his 
stories, his folks might say: ““That’s 
a wonderful story, Peter, but of 
course it isn’t really true. It’s like 
a fairy story, isn’t it?’ The point 
is to help the youngster clarify in 
his own mind what has really hap- 
pened and what is “‘just pretend.” 


B, what age should boys and girls 
understand the difference between 
truth and falsehood? There's no 
set age, but most children do some- 
time between 6 and 8. Even if they 
lie or cheat after that, though, it 
still does not” necessarily mean 
they’re doing anything wrong or 
abnormal. It does suggest there's 
reason for such behavior and that 
you should look for it. 

Lately, for example, 10-year- 
old Peggy has been taking small 


change from her mother’s purse or 
father’s pocket. Before they get too 
excited, Peggy’s folks should real- 
ize that Peggy is just becoming 
aware of money. Most boys and 


girls become acutely conscious of

when they first enter junior high or 
high school; when they're trans- 
ferred suddenly to a new school; or 
when they go through the physical 
and psychological changes of ado- 
lescence.

Costs were kept to a minimum in several ways. One of the 
most striking was leaving exposed the structural material— 
rafters, brickwork, concrete floors—both to save money and 
to give contrasting surface textures.

I have used DDT on my dog, but 
he still has fleas. What else should 
1 do?—E. F., Pennsylvania. 

DDT is fairly good at killing 
adult fleas. But the trick in flea 
control is to kill the larvae which 
have hatched off the dog and will 
turn into adult fleas in a matter of 
davs or weeks to climb back on 
your “‘de-fleaed’’ dog. Stand your 
dog on newspapers; dust him gen- 
erously with pyrethrum powder. 
Leave it on the dog, too. Next, 
spray dog’s bed and vicinity with a 
wettable (water-base) DDT solu- 
tion. In 10 days, dust and spray 
again. 


My 3-year-old Cocker Spaniel 
female refuses to feed her puppies 
after they're 3 weeks old. How can 
I get her to do it?— Mrs. C. C., Ohio. 

Apparently her diet is inade- 
quate to keep up with the demands 
of her hungry children. Feed at 
least half meat, with dog meal or 
kibbled biscuit, and add !% tea- 
spoon of powdered calcium glu- 
conate and a teaspoon of cod-liver 
oil to the daily food. Also let her 
drink all the milk she wants. It’s a 
good idea to start this regime with 
the third or fourth week of preg- 
nancy and continue on through 
the nursing period. 


I have a big dog, half Collie and 
half Shepherd. We keep him out- 
doors most of the time, and when we 
bring him into the house he just 
runs and jumps, knocking over 
everything. How can we teach him 
good manners? —M.F.C., Virginia. 

The dog is tickled pink on being 
allowed in the house. He’s just 
demonstrating his joy. But being 
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unused to restraint, he’s naturally 
clumsy. Bring him in, tie him up in 
one spot, preferably a corner, and 
provide a comfortable bed. In this 
way, he'll get used to being in- 
doors, even though his movements 
are restricted. Dogs don’t mind 
being tied up if they are where 
they can see everything going on. 


Do you know of an insurance 
company which insures dogs? 
Mrs. A. F. W., Pennsylvania. 

Ihere is no American insurance 
company which issues policies on 
dogs. This is because state insur- 
ance commissions require deposits 
of $50,000 and upwards as guaran- 
tees. An English company insures 
dogs, but writes no business in 
America because of these deposit 
requirements.

Causes could be thyroid trouble, 
goiter, foreign object or bone stuck 
in the esophagus, diseased tonsils, 
chronic bronchitis, etc. Have your 
dog examined by a veterinarian. 


My dog acts fine and eats well 
sometimes, but not at others. He 
often bites at his rear end or drags 
his posterior along the floor.

In all probability, your dog has 
tapeworm. Look under his tail

game or a weekend jaunt into the 
mountains.

The pieces that fit along the 
sides of each half-table are stand- 
ard 2x4 lumber; cut each of the 
four pieces to a length of 52144 
inches. ’ 

The four end pieces are 1x2 
lumber, 60 inches long. 


, oe it's a good idea to add 
two more pieces of 1x2 lumber, one 
across the middle of each half- 
table. That will give the plywood 
extra rigidity, guaranteeing a live- 
ly bounce if you use the tables for 
table tennis. These pieces will be 
about 5334 inches long, but it’s 
safer to wait and cut them off to 
exact fit after the 2x4 pieces are in 
place. 

Your plumbing-shop purchases 
are 8 pieces of ordinary 1-inch 
water pipe, each 28 inches long 
and threaded at both ends, plus 
8 floor flanges and 8 caps for the 
pipe. 

You'll also need glue, 2-inch 
flathead wood screws, and a pair 
of hooks to hold the two _half- 
tables together. 


Begin assembly by drilling pilot 
holes for Screws in the plywood 
top, reaming each one with a 
countersink bit so the screws will 
set well below the plywood sur- 
face. You'll fill over the screw 
heads with wood plastic or wood 
putty, sanding it smooth after it 
hardens. 

Fasten the 2x4’s to the bottom 
side of the plywood pieces with 
screws and glue. Then fasten the 
1x2 pieces across the ends in the 
same way. Fit the shorter 1x2’s 
across the middle, attach with glue 
and screws, and tops are done. 


Mount flanges about 6 inches from 
each corner on the 2x4’s, using 
screws. Simply screw a length of 
pipe into each flange, and a cap 
onto the other end of each pipe, 
and the table is assembled. 


Painting calls for filling over 
screw heads first, then sealing the 
top with a coat of shellac. Sand- 
paper this lightly and you’re ready 
to paint. Green is the standard 
color for table tennis, but any flat, 
glareless color will do. Give the 
wood two coats. 


, you'll need to paint a white 
stripe down the center and around 
the outside edges. About the easiest 
way to do it neatly is to protect the 
green paint with strips of masking 
tape or cellulose tape. Use two 
coats of flat paint for the stripes. 
When the tape is peeled off, the 
lines are left sharp and clear. 


Set up the table with edges touch- 
ing, connect the two sections with 
a hook and eve on each side, and 
you're ready for a net and a game 
of table tennis. 

Ready, that is, if the floor hap- 
pens to be perfectly level. In a 
basement or on a terrace, it very 
likely is not, and that’s where one 
of the best features of the pipe-leg 
idea comes in. You adjust the 
height of any leg simply by screw- 
ing it in or out of its flanges as far 
as necessary. 

To take the table down for com- 
pact storage, just unscrew the legs.

Plant glad bulbs at two-week intervals until the last week in 
June, except in Lower South, where season is finished. Plant 
dahlias, ismene, montbretia, tuberose, zephyranthes, and 
cannas, except in Lower South. 

Plant heat-loving annuals such as balsam, cockscomb, 
marigolds, and zinnias; the mildew problem is less than with 
such annuals planted in March or April. Perennial flowers 
can be started from seed now instead of waiting until August; 
start in small box, transplant to larger boxes or pots. Let grow 
in these until large enough to set in the garden. 

Feed the lawn now with 25 pounds of plant food for each 
1,000 square feet of area. Plant St. Augustine grass from 
stolons in Lower South; do the same with zoysia grass in both 
Lower and Middle South.

Spray hollyhocks thoroughly once a week with Bordeaux or 
sulfur to help control rust disease; don’t use sulfur if tempera- 
ture is above 90 degrees. Spray euonymus with miscible oil to 
control scale insects; follow directions on container. 

Sow columbine, preferably where plants will receive some 
shade. Cover planted area lightly with dry peatmoss or dry 
soil to help insure germination. 

Sow seed or set out plants of shallow-rooted flowers such as 
petunias or verbenas over areas left bare by spring-flowering 
bulbs.

CENTRAL AND EAST 


Snap heads off tulips as soon as petals fade, to allow food to 
be stored in bulbs that otherwise would be used to produce 
seeds. Remove diseased tulips from bed as soon as seen. Plenty 
of water makes tulips bloom better. 

Spray phlox, peonies, lilies, and hollyhocks every two weeks 
with Bordeaux or other form of copper to control disease. 
Watch every day for appearance of aphids on tips of plant 
shoots and beneath leaves. Spray every fourth day with 
nicotine sulfate and rotenone until the pest is cleaned out. 

Plant evergreens now before their growth starts. Put 
junipers in hot, dry place, spruce and fir in a sunny spot with 
some moisture, and hemlock and yews in shady locations. 
Work a little plant food into soil around the newly planted 
evergreen and mulch with peatmoss after watering. 

Trim pachysandra to keep it low and thick and prevent 
scraggly runners from straying. 

Sow hardy annuals in garden early and tender annuals late 
in month. Plant most tender bulbs during the month.

Finish planting trees and shrubs. Be sure to water them well 
and spread mulch around each plant. Transplant magnolias 
early this month, just as leafing starts. 

Keep on spraying or dusting roses at 10-day intervals. Make 
sure there is plenty of water at the roots before spraying 
plants. Feed roses lightly twice a month. 

Set out dwarf dahlias in a sunny border. Use high stakes 
by tall-growing dahlias. Plant fuchsias and begonias in rich 
soil in semishade. Plant waterlilies in the pool soon. 

Sow bush beans about May 5 and tall beans and Limas 10 
days later. Sow cucumbers and squash indoors about May 5, 
and set plants in garden about May 20 to 25. Set out peppers 
and eggplants about Decoration Day. Avoid planting glads 
near beans and vine crops, to prevent spread of diseases.

Waterlilies need 
0 hoeing 


By Andrew Mack 


_ waterlilies if you’re looking for a season-long spot 
of beauty that needs no hot-weather care. Hardy water- 
lilies can go in now; tropicals should wait till tempera- 
tures in your area average about 70 degrees. 

Waterlilies have no finicky soil requirements; all they 
ask is that it be rich. Use a good garden loam and mix 
about a pint of complete plant food to each bushel of soil. 

Your lilies will come to you as large, tuberlike roots. 
Sometimes they will be in pots, especially the tropical 
varieties. Plant them as shown in the sketches. You can 
put soil in the bottom of your pool, but usually it’s better 
to plant in boxes or tubs. For most lilies a bushel of soil is 
enough, although big tropicals can use twice as much. 
Be careful to keep tropical lily roots covered by water, 
even while planting, because drying harms them quickly. 


Dont make the mistake of planting too many lilies 
because much of the charm of a pool comes from open 
water which reflects sky and trees. 

Shallow water plants will add variety and interest to 
your lilies. Giant arrowhead, umbrella palm, and water 
iris are three of the many possibilities. A few goldfish will 
keep mosquito wigglers in your lily pool under control. 


Hardy waterlilies, like this pink one, will bloom several years if roots 
don't freeze. Protect them by covering pool with boards and then straw, 
or move roots to your cellar and keep covered with water or wet cloth

Grass clippings are usually beneficial when left on the 
lawn, but they should be removed if they are so long 
or so damp that they mat down on top of the grass 


M.. is the month when your lawn is at its best. It’s the 
time of year when a mediocre lawn looks good and a good 
lawn looks superb. But it’s also the time when weeds start to 
grow and Japanese beetle grubworms begin to work their 
way upward in the ground to feed on the roots of the grass. 


Regular mowing now becomes one of the most important 
lawn tasks, because the grass is now growing rapidly. Never 
let the grass get too long before you cut it, and don’t cut it 


too short. Set the lawn mower to cut at 14% 


to 2 inches, and 


. 


don’t allow the grass to get taller than 3 inches before you 
mow it. Exceptions are bentgrass, which needs short cut- 
ting, and grass in deep shade, which will do better if cut as 


high as 2) to 3 inches. 


Leave clippings on the lawn unless the grass was tall when 
you cut it, or unless the weather is wet. Ordinarily, clippings 
will dry out and sift down to the soil where they form a light 
mulch and later rot to add humus to the soil. However, if 
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(his month 


Japanese beetle grubs attack lawns in spring, cutting 
roots so sod can be rolled back like a carpet. Prompt 
use of DDT, spore dust, or other compounds kills them 


the clippings are long, or if the outlook is for several days of 
wet weather which will prevent the clippings from drying, 
you’d better rake the lawn or use a grass catcher.. Damp, 
heavy clippings are apt to mat down and cause the develop- 
ment of mold and disease in the lawn. Clippings should be 
removed if they lie in noticeable strips instead of being scat- 
tered loosely on the grass. 


Water your lawn only if the spring has been unusually dry. 
Ordinarily, watering won’t be necessary in May. But if 
little rain has fallen, use a spade or trowel to examine the 
soil to a depth of 6 or 8 inches. If it’s dry and powdery that 
far down, water the lawn. Don’t sprinkle; soak well so that 
the moisture will go down half a foot or more. 

If your lawn was sown only this spring, watering becomes 
more important. Young grass is still quite shallow-rooted 
and will suffer if the top few inches of soil dry out, even if 
there is still plenty of moisture farther down. Drying soil can 
mean serious trouble for young grass, especially if the weath- 
er turns hot. 


Feed established lawns if you failed to do so in March or 
April. It won’t be as much help in giving the grass a strong 
early growth, but it’s far better late than never. Put the 
plant food on when the grass is dry, and water immediately 
afterward to wash the plant food off the grass blades. Some 
plant foods will “‘burn” the grass and leave a brownish tinge 
for a week or so if they remain on moist grass blades. 

At this time of year, 1 to 11% pounds of plant food per 100 
square feet of lawn will be plenty. It may help you to re- 
member that 1 quart of plant food weighs about 1 pounds. 


Kill weeds early to prevent them from getting a foothold. 
Control of broad-leaved weeds like dandelions has become 
a simple matter since the discovery of 2,4-D. Mix the 2,4-D 
with water as directed by the manufacturer, and spray or 
sprinkle it on the lawn so that the weeds are thoroughly wet. 

One application will kill most weeds on lawns in full sun. 
Where the lawn is partly shaded, two applications a couple 
of weeks apart may be necessary. Use [ Turn to page 309

Mag I Why does it always have to 
rain on me? And such a happy day 
too—May Day—with hybrid lilacs 
spreading beauty and fragrance 
about.

Anyhow, I started in on the 
roses, where I’ve been laboriously 
hoeing and cultivating to get 
ground in good shape and every 
weed out. To do this right, it takes 
time. I’m hardly a third through, 
and it’s almost the day to begin on 
the main vegetable garden. I had 
not hoed more than four rows, 
mebbe, of roses, until it began to 
rain. Then it was too nasty to work 
any more in the ground. 


Maw 2 David was home in mid- 
afternoon from his classes and did 
yeoman service for a spell. He cul- 
tivated the new iris bed and lined 
up the edges of some other beds. 

Now if said David appears to be 
doing such splendid work, let me 
disclose a secret. He expects the 
family budget to finance a trip out 
toward Colorado and California 
in late summer. He and his friend 
Jack expect to make it in David’s 
campus limousine. ‘ 

Meanwhile I got out the wheel 
hoe and did cultivate once again 
every row of early planted vege- 
tables now up. This is the second 
going over. There is no substitute 
for getting after weeds while they 
are small. 

Then armed with wheelbarrow 


and pair of pruning shears, I 
tackled the perennials—sadly neg- 
lected to date—and gathered up 
dead tops. I cleaned off the mum 
bed of last year, old tops of Sibe- 
rian iris, and whatnot. All this 
should have been done 27 days ago, 
you understand. 

Other news is that Maggie says 
the lilacs have richer color this 
year. I spotted the first bloom on 
the strawberries. The asparagus 
garnered tasted more tender than 
usual at supper. 


Mag 3 “Why did you bake an 
angel food cake for the boys, when 
all I got was sponge cake?”

Outdoors, I found that the mari- 
golds in the coldframe are popping 
through the ground. So I watered 
them through the burlap and then, 
in a little while, took off the bur- 
lap. If left on, the seedlings get 
white and spindly in no time. 

It was summer. Up to 87. After 
a few licks amid the roses, began 
transplanting of vegetable seed- 
lings from hotbed to coldframe. I 
had first, however, watered the 
seedlings well and let them stand 
for a bit. 

I began with the tomatoes, dig- 
ging each seedling carefully with a 
small, narrow trowel. Kneeling on 


a board in the coldframe, I reset 
the little plants about 3-4 inches 
apart in the row and the rows 
about 5 inches apart. As soon as a 
row was planted, I watered it well 
with a starter solution. 

That is, I dissolved some high- 
analysis plant food in the water. 
This prevents wilting. In spite of 
that 87 degrees, these little seed- 
lings didn’t wilt down. It also gives 
them a quick start. I didn’t finish, 
for there is a limit to what my poor 
old knees can stand in one eve- 
ning. (Note: I use this same starter 
solution on transplanted mums 
and when I set out vegetable and 
annual plants in the garden rows 
and beds.) 


Maw 4 To monthly meeting of our 
men’s rose club tonight. Some of 
discussion was on best ways to get 
roses ready, cut, and down to our 
June rose show. Some of the fellows 
who find a choice bud coming on“ 
too fast cut it and keep it in the 
home refrigerator, set at 34 de- 
grees. That's too much bother. I'd 
rather let the bloom stay on the 
bush and look at it there. 


Maw 5 Here I was home for lunch 
today—and Maggie off to some 
church club affair. I dined poorly 
on bowl of stale corn flakes and 
scrap of cold meat. Then at work, 
time out under the broiling sun 
that broke the all-time heat record, 
to carry on with chores under way. 
After supper, the boys began get- 
ting space ready for the main veg- 
etable patch.

I put 36 of these 
in the front bed alongside the 
named varieties and the rest back 
in the vegetable garden. These 
latter are for Maggie to cut 

I placed the corms about 6-10 
inches apart in the bottom of a 
trench 5-6 inches deep. Covered 
with about 2 inches of soil by run- 
ning the wheel hoe alongside. The 
rest of the covering will get done as 
I cultivate. I do not use plant food 
at this time but apply it as a side- 
dressing just before time to bloom.

Maw 17 Worktime—and itched 
to get my dahlias planted. Donald 
made furrows about 8 inches deep 
with the tractor back in the vege- 
table patch.

Donald grabbed the fire extin- 
guisher. Opened it and squirted on 
blaze. This didn’t put out the fire. 

He 
grabbed extinguisher and put out 
fire, by aiming at bottom edges 
so he says 

Surveyed the damage. One cur- 
tain and one shade burned and 
ruined and others about ditto.

Is your tree surgeon 
ad quack? 


By Joel Parkes 


“There was a crooked man 


And he killed your crooked tree—” 


H. is a self-styled ‘‘tree expert’ and he knows exactly 
what to do about your crooked tree, whether it needs trim- 
ming, spraying, feeding. surgery, or all of them. He talks a 
lot, because he uses words, words, and more words to cover 
his own ignorance. Besides, as long as he’s talking, you are 
not asking questions that he can’t answer. 

You have to depend on yourself for protection against this 
quack tree surgeon, because only a very few states and cities 
have any laws that will keep him from operating. He re- 
quires no license to practice, he posts no bonds, he passes no 
examinations-~-he is responsible to no one. If he kills your 
tree, the burden of proof lies on you—and trv to prove it, 
for the acts of nature are many and mysterious. 


His characteristic wordiness may be sufficient warning. 
On the other hand, the skilled and honest tree expert is a 
busy man who is usually direct and very much to the point. 
In most cases he can analyze your requirements on the spot. 
He will tell you the chances of success or failure, and he can 
give you an accurate estimate of cost. 

The chiselers seldom try to cheat you on labor costs. 
The small-home owner may not understand what's going 
on, but he’s interested enough to watch and make it difhi- 
cult to pad the labor costs. But it’s a different matter with 
materials. 

As one example, many a trusting tree owner has had his 
trees sprayed with nothing more deadly than a solution 





How to find a reputable tree expert 


We have asked the National Arborist Association, 
Inc., for ways in which the average homeowner can 
protect himself against quack tree surgeons. 

You have little to fear if you live in Alabama, 
Connecticut. Louisiana, Maine, New Hampshire, 
or Rhode Island. These states all have compulsory 
laws requiring that tree surgeons must pass an 
examination and obtain a license before practicing. 

Arkansas requires licenses of anyone doing dis- 
ease- and insect-control work, including cavity 
work in trees. In New Jersey and Maryland anyone 
can practice tree surgery, but he can’t advertise 
as a state-certified tree expert until he has passed 
an examination. Ask to see his certificate.

of chalk and soap flakes. It’s use- 
less, but it looks good. Many 
people refuse to believe that the 
modern sprays which are practical- 
ly invisible are any good. But they 
are happy if their tree looks as 
though it had been drenched with 
something. By the time the owner 
notices that his pests are still pesty, 
the bill has been paid and he is 
alone with his tree and his sorrow. 


‘Thea there’s this business of 
feeding your tree. You have to say 
this much for the chiseler: he uses 
some genuine plant food—just 
enough to make his mixture look 
and smell right. But most of it is 
fine, white sand. The operator be- 
gins putting this substance as close 
to the tree trunk as possible, and 
around and around the trunk he 
goes without regard to the feeder 
roots located near the outer end of 
the tree’s branches. When he gets 
done, he has a big pile of empty 
sacks to prove how well he fed your 
tree. You pay a big bill—and your 
tree can only lift its leafy arms to 
pray. 

Or take the matter of tree paint. 
Tree paints have been developed 
over the years of research, trial, 
and considerable expense. They 
aren't designed to promote heal- 
ing, but only to protect exposed 
wood against insects, fungus, and 
decay tli the wound has been

healed. But it’s easy for the quack 
to dilute them with gasoline, kero- 
sene, creosote, or anything that 
comes handy. He can stretch a 
quart of expensive tree paint into a 
gallon, or a gallon into a bucketful. 
And if he applies it wrong, it will 
actually harm the tree by scarring 
the tissue which would normally 
grow over the wound. A few rains 
will wash off this diluted paint, but 
by then the slick operator is far 
away.

Continued from preceding page 


cavity. Unless the owner stands 


constant watch, he has no way of 


knowing whether the cavity was 
cleaned out before filling. Nor does 
he know whether there is anything 
behind that nice, smooth finish on 
the surface of the filling. At a later 
date his lack of observation may 
cost him a crashed tree, and he'll 
find a boxful of his own second- 
hand bricks or plain dirt from his 
garden inside the cavity. Only the 
slick operator is happy about the 
labor and materials he saved. 


Materials for bracing are made 
by reputable firms. They are fine 
quality and plated with rust-re- 
sistant material which won't harm 
a tree. But because they re so good, 
they tend to be more expensive. 
The quack doesn’t like expensive 
materials, even though he charges 
for them. The homeowner will pay 
list prices and receive galvanized 
wash line and eyebolts that would 
not hold a frolicsome monkey, let 
alone an ice-weighted limb over- 
hanging the bedroom or garage. 
More than one homeowner has 
acquired a thousand dollars’ worth 
of new roof for lack of twenty dol- 
lars’ worth of proper material 
even though he paid the twenty 
dollars. 

The situation is bad, but not 
beyond remedy. The ultimate aim 
is to require licensing of tree sur- 
geons in every state. The home- 
owner himself can do little to ac- 
complish that, but he can exercise 
his privilege of looking after his 
own interests. When he needs a 
tree surgeon, he can call his city 
forester for recommendations or 
turn to his county agent. If thrown 
on his own resources, he can ask a 
firm for specific jobs it has done for 
his friends and neighbors. Home- 
owners who have had their trees 
repaired are pretty generally eager 
to give enthusiastic approval or 
profane condemnation. Take the 
time to ask them.

2,4-D only on a completely wind- 
less day, or drifting spray will harm 
flowers and shrubs. 


Control of crabgrass can start 
now if you have only a small area 
affected and you’re willing to use 
the old hand-pulling method. But 
this year you'll have available a 
new chemical which qeoes a first- 
class job against crabgrass—re- 
portedly as good as 2,4-D does 
against dandelions. This chemical 
is potassium cyanate, or PC for 
short (Better Homes and Gardens, 
April, 1950). If you plan to use it, 
you won’t have to worry about 
crabgrass control until July. 

If you prefer to start pulling by 
hand now, uproot the young seed- 
lings as fast as they appear. It takes 
time, but it’s 100 percent effective. 


Japanese beetles are hatching 
out now, and the grubworms are 
coming up to feed on the grass 
roots before they change into bee- 
tles. If you live in an area affected 
by Japanese beetles, you may be 
familiar with the damage they can 
do. They cut off the grass roots so 
the grass dies out in spots and the 
sod can be rolled up like a carpet. 

One excellent way to control the 
grubs is by using DDT. Spread 
about a pound of 5-percent DDT 
to every 100 square feet of lawn, 
and then give the lawn a moderate 
watering so the DDT is carried 
down to the soil. 

Although DDT dust isn’t ac- 
tually dangerous to use, it’s always 
safest to wear rubber gloves when 
spreading it by hand. It’s advis- 
able, too, to keep DDT or any 
other insecticide dust away from 
your nose and mouth. 

Another excellent way to control 


Japanese beetles and their grubs is 


with the spore compounds which 
infect the pest with disease. The 
spreads from one grub to 
another, and its best feature is that 
its power goes on indefinitely be- 
cause spores left in the soil are 
ready to go to work if more grubs 
show up next year. Best of all, it is 
harmless to humans, animals, and 
plants and affects only the Japa- 
nese beetle. It is readily available, 
under several trade names. Use it 
according to instructions.

Longer life for your 


A garden hose is an important home investment. You 
want it to be in first-class condition, but you can’t afford 
to spend money to replace it every few years. 

The first step toward getting long life from a hose is to 
buy a good one to begin with. After that, you should give 
it proper care—a few precautions will add years to the 
life of a garden hose. Even after a hose begins to show its 
age, there are simple home repairs that will make it al- 
most as good as new. 

The size hose you buy will depend on the size of the 
supply pipe to which the hose is connected. Since most 
hose connections use }4-inch pipe, the hose should be at 
least that big. However, the next largest size, °4 inch, is 
usually recommended to allow for the friction resistance 
in the hose which slows down the flow of water. The 34- 
inch size is seldom needed and is recommended only 
where you need such extremely long lengths of hose that 
you will lose too much pressure with a smaller diameter. 


_ 
No. 1 enemy of garden hose is prolonged exposure 
to sunlight and oils. When a hose becomes dirty, clean 
it with plain water only; use no soap or detergents. 
Garden hose comes to you coated with a special type of 
wax applied during manufacture; don’t try to renew this 
finish with ordinary home polishing wax. 

Drain the hose and wipe it clean before reeling it. 
Never try to coil or bend a frozen hose; wait till it thaws 
out and becomes pliable again. 

Proper care of a hose isn’t complicated, and the repairs 
usually required are simple to make. Below you'll find 
tips that will add years of life to your hose. 


A hose stored right lasts much 
longer. Always use a reel or 
rack; never hang a hose over a 
nail. When you coil a hose by 
hand, use the method shown— 
alternate each loop so the un- 
coiled end is first on the out- 
side, then on the inside. This 
prevents kinking when you un- 
coil hose by pulling one end 


Never kink a hose to shut off 
the flow of water. If you do, the 
structure of the hose will be 
weakened. A break is most 
likely to occur first at such 
spots. Another bad practice is 
to shut off the water at the hose 
nozzle for long periods of time. 
The internal pressure may put 
a damaging strain on the hose

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You can ruin the best hose by 
running over it with a car or 
heavily loaded wheelbarrow. 
If you use a hose where there 
will be traffic across it, protect 
it with a simple wooden bridge 
like the one shown, which can 
be stored when not needed 
The bridge should be slight- 
ly higher than diameter of hose 


The most critical part of a hose 
is the end which is attached to 
the sill cock. It carries the brunt 
of weight and pressure and is 
subject to sharp twists and 
bends. A swivel gooseneck 
connector like the one shown 
will ease a great deal of wear 
and strain on the hose by pre- 
venting side bends and kinks 
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Don't drop or drag hose cou- 
plings on the ground or on pave- 
ment. It is difficult or impos- 
sible to screw together threcds 
which are battered and nicked 
or fouled with dirt and sand. 
Dragging a coupling on a side- 
walk has the same effect as a 
grindstone in wearing down the 
threads, making them useless 


Strain at outlet can also be 
eased by a snap-on coupling. 
Half of coupling attaches to 
sill cock, half to hose. They 
can be pulled apart or snapped 
together without twisting. This 
fitting is a big advantage if 
sill cock is near ground or is 
otherwise hard to reach with- 
out bending or kinking the hose

Very small leaks in a hose can 
be stopped with a generous ap- 
plication of black rubber-base 
cement (not ordinary rubber 
cement). Clean and dry the 
hose before you spread on the 
cement. After the first heavy 
coat has set, add a second thin 
coating, and then wrap at once 
with a binding of friction tape 


To repair bad leaks, cut out the poor section and unite ends with a 
splicer. Cut hose ends square. Tap several times around splicer to seat 
prongs gradually but firmly. Mender tube at lower left can also be used. 
Insert it in ends of hose and hold it in place by clamps on outside 


New couplings are fitted exactly the same way as splicers. Equally good 
are those with prongs (at top) and type held by clamps (lower right) 
Check coupling washers (lower left) each year and replace worn ones 


If the maker doesn't specify 
special fittings, you can repair 
plastic hose with splicers and 
couplings of the staggered- 
finger type. Alternating short 
and long prongs give a more 
secure and uniform grip on 
hose. Before fitting, soften plas- 
tic by heating hose ends in hot 
water so prongs will seat easily

Good and bad borders 


Avoid too much variety. Your border becomes disturbing instead of rest- 
ful, and cttention is drawn to individual plants instead of over-all effect

color combinations in flowers. If the colors you select are 
good clean colors, there isn’t much chance of trouble. With 
flowers, as with shrubs, height of materials and spacing are 
important. Taller materials like delphiniums and gladiolus 
work in well when backed up against a fence between shrub 
groups. 


The front of a border, whether of flowers or shrubs, should 
seldom be a straight line. It will be wider in some spots than 
in others—but this will automatically follow if you plant in 
masses as you should. Minimum width for an all-plant 
border shouldn’t be less than about 8 feet—otherwise it 
won't be heavy enough to give privacy. A border next to a 
6-foot fence shouldn’t be narrower than 3!% feet, as a gen- 
eral rule, or it will look skimpy. It’s better to have the lawn 
come to the fence in spots rather than having an ineffectual 
planting a foot or two wide. 

Obviously, there are many cases where lower plantings or 
fences will give all the privacy you need. For instance, if 
your garden is raised above the street or the lot next door by 
a 3-foot retaining wall, all it would take to shut out vour 
garden from outsiders would be a 3-foot fence or shrub 
planting. Nevertheless, the same rules hold as for a higher 
border; all you do is to vary the dimensions. 


Where a fence or wall isn’t practical, and yet there isn’t 
enough space for a broad shrub border, the answer may be 
to use a clipped hedge. By itself, the clipped hedge will often 
appear quite severe, but with a planting border next to it, 
this effect can be eliminated. Such a border can be composed 
of annuals and perennials, with possible use of a few smaller 
shrubs or low-growing evergreens. Occasionally, small trees 
like the hawthorn or redbud will help the sky-line effect by 
breaking the top-line stiffness of the hedge.

Loafing on a Washington street 
corner, a man picked up a hairpin 
and bent it into various shapes. At 
one point he idly clamped it to his 
little finger. It held tightly. Auto- 
matically the “I wonder what 
would happen if . question 
popped into his head, and the pa- 
per clip was born. 


One of the newest home inven- 
tions stemmed from this question, 
plus the large dash of the luck 
which so often blesses successful 
ideas. In a small bombed-out town 
across the Rhine from Cologne, a 
World War II engineering officer, 
searching for power facilities, found 
a diesel generator. Tearing it down 
for overhaul, he was amazed to 
discover its pistons practically free 
of carbon. A German mechanic 
explained he had treated the en- 
gine with a chemical he didn’t 
know much about. A year later, 
the officer mentioned the incident 
to Dr. John Koster, a research 
chemist, and experiments were be- 
gun on a small engine. 

Some of the experimental liquid 
was accidentally spilled in a frying 
pan used by the researchers for 
snack meals. An egg was fried in 
the pan. Forgotten, it cooked to a 
crisp. In cleaning the pan, Doctor 
Koster removed part of the egg 
easily, the rest only after infinite 
scrubbing. The egg did not stick 
to the pan where the liquid had 
spilled. Koster began asking him- 
self “wonder if” questions. Tests 
were begun with pots and pans. It 
took two years to perfect a formula 
which permits greaseless cooking. 
Food won't stick to utensils that are 
treated with these compounds. 
The end of scrubbing pots and 
pans, a major drudgery of house- 
keeping, may be at hand. 


Realty important discoveries 
and inventions occur about once a 
year; there have been at least 160 in 
the past 150 years. To achieve 
these annual milestones, some 
30,000 applications are processed 
annually by the Patent Office. But 
another 45,000 are submitted and 
rejected. The weekend inventor’s 
most common error is merely to 
adapt an old mechanical principle 
to a new use.

| I checked the archives 
of the Patent Office and studied 
the patent drawings and descrip- 
tions stored in two small sections ot 
the acre of floor-to-ceiling files. 
Under the heading of ‘“‘washers 
and cleaners’ there were 19 
patented gadgets for cleaning 
vegetables, 13 for eggs, 8 for fruit, 
3 for nuts, and 1 each for onions, 
coffee, peanuts, and salami. Al- 
together, there were eight such 
sections devoted to this subject. 
Prospective inventors would do 
well, I think, to avoid vegetable or 
egg washers.

Not 1 in 10 of these devices was 
ever used, not because they are 
useless, but often because their in- 
ventors wanted too much money. 
Marketing a new prodnct is ex- 
pensive, and the profit must some- 
times be unbelievably small. Re- 
cently an inventor demanded a 
royalty of 10 cents a dozen for a 
gadget to be sold in 5- and 10-cent 
stores.

In_ reality it 
takes the patience of Job, the faith 
and persistence of a revival preach- 
er, and, on occasion, as much as 
$5,000 in cash. Currently it takes 
two to three years to secure the 
final blessing of the Patent Office, 
even if no hitches develop. Patents 
recently issued mousetrap 
(every week somebody builds a 
better one), a ballpoint pen, an 
ash tray, a key holder, an ironing 
board, and a corset—all items that 
seem to present comparatively 
few complications—required three 
to four years to be approved. If the 
application contains errors, more 
years may be needed.

Adhering to rigid application 
specifications is a manly art for 
which only 5,000 lawyers and 
agents have qualified. ‘hese are 
the specialists permitted to prac- 
tice before the Patent Office, and 
their fees are based in part on a 
commendable desire to earn a 
good living. Fees usually start at 
$200-$250 for handling the simpler 
gadgets, in addition to another 
$100 for essential charges. One does 
not need an authorized lawyer or 
agent to file an application, but 
old-timers in the Patent Office 
broadly hint that to do so without 
professional help is like climbing 
Mount Everest without a coat.
